Said the Measure Involved No Prin- 
ciple, and He Would Have No 
Troable,in Financing State 
Up to Next July — Vets 
Will Welcome It. 


After careful consideration of tne 
4tatus of the treasury, Governor Smith 
last night approved the biil passed at 
the recent session of the general as8- 
sembly providing for the payment of 
pensions to confederate veterans and 
widows in annual lump sum, instead 
of quarterly, as has been the iaw this 
year. 

Amnouncement of Governor Smith's 
approval of the bill will occasion some 


surprise, particularly in view of the 
fact that it has been generally report- | 
ed that he would probably veto the | 
measure. He had considered the quar- | 
terly payment plan essential in the} 
present condition of the State treas- 
ury, In order that it might meet other | 
Obligations as they matured. 

He stated that he ‘had approved the 
bill because it involved no _ principle 
and he hed found ‘by a detailed study 
of the treasury’s condition that he 
could comply with the provisions of the 
measure and finance the state up to 
July ! next without much difficulty. 
The treasury. he stated, was in better 
condition now than when he took hold 
of it a year ago. 

There will be general rejoicing among 
the confederate veterans and widows 
over the state who have been gen- 
erally protesting against the quarterly 
payment plan, that the return to the 
old system under which they received 
thelr pensions In a single lump sum,

A , brother and a brother-in-law of 
Abe Winn, who was reported as a vic- 
tim of severe cruelty, were also on 
the stand. 

Not in Self-Defense. 


Captain Mitchell spurned. the 
of self-defense which Chairman 
held toward him, when narrating 
story of how he killed Webb. 

“T could have left the stOckade and 
saved my life,” he declared, “but I 
never could have maintained discipline 
among the men. Webb was armed 
with a razor. With it he had slashed 
at several of the guards who sought 
to disarm him. He advanced towaris 
aimed directly between his 
eyes and fired. I would have struck 
him where I aimed, but he turned Ike 
a flash to lunge at one of the guards 
who sought to stop him.

Early this morning the band drove 50 
negroes out of their homes at Camp- 
bell’s mine, near Anthras, rousing them 
from. their sleep, and forcing them to 
lem~ve hastily, some half clad. 

It ig stated that the members of the 
band have notified the negroes of. eight 
or ten camps scattered over several 
miles to get out within three days or 
they wills be kilied, and many negroes 
and*=some white residents today contin- 
ued to flock to Jellico and other towns. 
It was reported, also, that some time 
last night a cabin occupled by an aged 
woman and five ohildren had been 
burned, and all the occupants lost their 
lives, but this has not been verified. 

Mine owners are speaking lightiy of 
the situation, but that the situation te- 
day warranted grave fears is not to be 
doubted, though the arrest of the leaders 
has relieved it considerably.

SEISMIC SHOCKS 


Town of Eureka Is Badly 
Jamaged by ‘Quake, 


THERE WERE THREE SHOCKS 


And the First Caused Nearly All the 
Damage — The Sixteen-Foot 

Statue of Minerva on 
the 


Crashed Down.

Eureka, ee ) Ae August '8.—Three 
sharp earthquake shocks, which knock 
ed down more than a hundred chim- 
neys, shattered about forty plate glass 
the business portion of 
Eureka, much crockery in the 
houses and many people scurry- 
ing from their beds into the streets, oc- 
curred here early today. The damage 
reported so far Is estimated at between 
$2,000 and $3.000. 

The first and sharpest shock came at 
2:58 a. m. It was almost as severe as 
the one felt here on April 18, 1906. At 
3:08 another slighter shock Was expe- 
rienced, followed by a thirg at 5:30 
o’clock. The first shock caused prac- 
tically all the damage. Besides shak- 
ing down many chimneys and breaking 
crockery, the trembler caused the six- 
teen-foot statue of Minerva on the 
county court house grounds to drop 
her heavy staff, which crashed through 
the roof into Superior Judge Hunt's 
court room. The walls of the court 
house were cracked in severa) places, 
but the damage js not great. he walls 
of ,the Carnegie library erected five 
years ago at a cost of $35,000. were 
Slightly cracked.

It is claimed that the trouble exists 
in the Tuxhorn and Woodside mines 
alone. There are approximately forty 
coal mines within a radius of ten miles 
of Springfield. They employ altogether 
some 6,000 men, about 10 per cent of 
mhom are negroes. 

Tonight Governor Deneen called the 
attention of the states attorney's offices 
to another case of intimidation, asking 
that it be brought before the grand jury.

He Restores Ten Convicts to 
Freedom and Citizen- 
¥  @Nip.

Montgomery, Ala., August 18.—(Special.) 
dt was mercy day ‘with Governor Comer. 
This morning he gave freedom or re- 
stored civil and political rights to _no 
less than. ten convicts or ex-convicts 
who have been for several months seek- 
ing clemency. 

A notorious case in the ten was that 
of Flix Nunn, a white man of Tusca- 
loosa county, who had been convicted in 
1906 by the circuit court and sentenced 
to ten years’ imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary for the alleged. murder of an- 
other wihite Man named Loyd Hill. Hill 
was slain in 19068 in the yard of )lS 
home by a party of men of which Nunn 
was safi to have been a member. The 
cause of the governor's interference in 
the case was the report of the trial 
judge that a new trial which he would 
have ordered but for a technicality 
would, in his belief, have resulted in the 
defendant's acquittal. The judge wrote 
the governor that evidence was avail- 
able which would have likely proven an 
alibi for the convict. 

C. H, Cox, another white man, and a4 
cripple, has worn sffipes because he 
rode a train without permission, as it 
was proven on trial. He was pardoned 
by the governor ‘because of the exten- 
uating circumstances of the case. Cox 
had an invalid wife in Atlanta, Ga, 
whom he wanted to visit, but was penni- 
less and ‘had no other way than to take 
a ‘“frélght.” - This he did, but had not 
zone far when he was taken from the 
train in St. Clair county, where he was 
tried and sent up for trespass. The gov- 
ernor says he is convinced that Cox 
really nad the consent of the train crew 
to ride on the train. 

Charles Nickens, white, was granted a 
pardon -in order to eare for his wife and 
children. who are represented in need of 
his services. Nickens was convicted of 
mansliaugnter in St: Clair county it 
1907, and was sentenced to an impris-, 
onment of 18 months.

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PROHIBITION LAW 
AGAIN ATTACKED 


In Amendment Brewers : De- 
clare Prohibition Restricts 


Public Worship. 


Deciaring that the prohibition law of 
Georgia annuls that paragraph in the 
sta‘e constitution of '77 which says: 

“All men have the naturai and 
alienable right to worship God. each 
according to the dictates of his own 
conscience, and no human authority 
Shall in any wise control or interfere 
with such right of conscience,’ a paper 
amending the petition of the Christian. 
Moerlein Brewing Company, of Cincin- 
nati, the Chattanooga Brewing Com- 
pany and others, which was filed in the 
United States courts several manths 
ago, was presented by Anderson. Fe!l- 
der, Rountree & Wilson, attorneys for 
the petitioners, to clerk of the court 
yesterday afternoon. 

The paper denies that the bill re- 
ceived a majority of’all members elect- 
ed to the general assembly, which is 
necessary according fo constitution. 

The paper recounts the changes made 
in the original draft and the shape in 
which it went to the house, after a 
vote on July !3-of 3% to 7 in the upper 
house, the full vote of that body bdeing 
44. The bill as it went to the house 
and the changes made therein are 
the paper saving that it was 
adopted by the house on July 30 by a 
vote of 139 to 39, the total membership 
of house being (83. It is then 
said that the bill passed by the senate 
and the one pa@ssed by the house were 
not the same, and that it does not ap- 
pear on the journal that the altered 
bill received “the votes of a majority of 
al] members elected to the senate.’ 

Saving that the constitution of ‘77 
provides for a levy and collection of 
taxes for the common schools of the 
state coming from !iquor selling, para- 
graph 20 declares the prohibition bi!! 
nul! and void because that tax can 
neither be levied or cojlecied, and that 
that inhibition debars the school sys- 
tem from one of the rights vouched it 
when the state constitution was adopt- 
ed. 

In its twenty-first paragraph it 1s 
written that ‘‘this constitution shall not 
be construed to deny to the people any 
inherent rights which they have en- 
joved heretofore.” It then adds that 
the sale of liquor at that time was 
not prohibited.

A story as strange and romantic as 
was ever told in the most thrilling 
novel is greatly interesting the people 
of Lake Park, a little town ip this 
county.

The letter states that Kershaw 
is a political prisoner in,Spain under 
@ sentence which hag eighteen years 
longer yet to run, and asks Mr. Wisen- 
baker to come and take his daughter, 
16 years of age, who is in school in 
Spain.+ In hia letter he says he has 
£30,000 in bank, and he wants Mr. 
Wisenbaker not only to look after his 
daughter. but to administer his estate. 

The letter indicates that the writer 
was taken prisoner in Cuba during the 
Spanish-American war, and that he 
was secretary and aide-de-camp to 
General Campos, but the offense for 
which he was committed to prison is 
not stated. 

Mr. Wisenbaker igs inclined to believe 
that the writer of the letter is a son 
of his sister, who was given the name 
of his father, an@ that the original 
Kershaw, who married his sister, has 
long since gied. 

Mr. Wisenbaker will take steps at 
once to investigate the matter.

The reason for this approval of the 
measure was that the bill does not pro- 
vide peremptorily for the creation of 
such organigations, but only in the dis- 


cretion of the governor who may permit 


such organization of “home guard” 
companies, or not, as he sees fit. Ag 
the power and authority to create or not 
to create such organizations are vested 
in the executive, Governor Smith. con- 
sidered that there was no danger in- 
volved to the national guard in per- 
mitting the measure to become a law, 

The officers of the. national guard 
were “dead set” against this measure 
becoming a law, and made strong pro- 
test ageinst it ‘before the governor 
acted on it. They fearéd it would cause 
demoralization, if not disruption, of the 
national guard forees. 2 

If there are any officers and men re 


signing from the national guerd with a 


view to joining commands organized 
under the ‘Stephens bill, they may be 
reckoning without their host, for the 
governor still has the power to veto: 
such organization, and would unques- 
tionably hear any protests the national 
guard had to offer before reaching

They represent every 
Gass of retail trade and usually the largest 
houses in their lines, many of which supply 
the smaller houses in their own vicinity.

Official returns show that showers occurred 
in seventeen stations in Texas yesterday and 
predictions are for further showers tonight 
and tomorrow.
